Cleese’ statement, in full, read: 

“The board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Menlo 
Park today voted unanimously 
to endorse the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary School District bonds. 

“The Chamber directors reach- 
ed this decision after a thorough 
study of the elementary school sit- 
uation as reported by its public 
schools committee and after dis- 
cussions with the school board and 
administrative officials. 

“In view of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the passage of the ele- 
mentary school bond issue will 
permit the school authorities to 
add needed facilities in an order- 
ly and economic manner—in keep- 
ing with the best interests of both 
educational requirements of the 
district and affected taxpayers.”

Parking Plan 


Relief for the Menlo Park com- 
muter who can’t find a place to 
park his car near the Southern 
Pacific depot moved closer this 
week as the city council continued 
to seek a solution to his problem. 

As part of its study, the council 
Tuesday night viewed a ‘motion 
picture showing operation of ar 
automatic gate mechanism that 
admits motorists to a parking lot 
upon insertion of a keyed card. 

Councilmen considered wheth 
er the device might have applica 
tion at a depot parking lot set aside 
for Menlo Park commuters. The 
keyed cards could be issued to us 
ers periodically upon payment o! 


a fee, councilmen surmised. The 

machine might also enable the 

city to finance purchase of pro 

perty for expanded commuter 

parking facilities. 

MAY REMOVE SHED 
Councilman Vaile Andrus, for 


mer assistant to the president of 
the Southern Pacific, further re 
vealed that the railroad is consid: 
ering removal of the old—and now 
unused—freight shed between the 
depot and Ravenswood avenue. 

This would provide room for 
some 50 additional parking spaces, 
Andrus said. 

The mechanical device shown to 
the council is now in use at sever.

A petition signed by the major- 
ity of members of: Menlo Park 
Atherton’s city councils was 
Monday night forwarded to the 
San Mateo county committee on 
School District organization, in 
the first official move to have the 
two cities “divorced” from the 
Sequoia high school district. 

Leading citizens and the area’s 
school administrators, learning of 
the petition, expressed themselves 
in generally favorable terms. But 
some comments underscored the 
contention of Menlo Park Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess, who said that 
whatever form of unification is 
undertaken, the “educational op- 
portunity” of the area’s children 
must be preserved.

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$20,000 Damage Seen: 


Housekeeper Leads Four Children to Safe 
Ground as Blaze Guts Atherton Residence 


Four children were led to safe- 
ty and one of Atherton’s  best- 
known homes was saved after sus- 
taining severe damage in a fire 
which broke out Saturday night at 
the home of Dr. and Mrs. Norman 
Snyder at 197 Oak Grove avenue. 

Menlo Park Fire District fire- 
men, for whom the blaze was one 
of the biggest thus far this year, 
estimated damage at $20,000. They 
said that the exceptionally good 
construction of the three 
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story | 
dwelling aided them in their bat- | 


tle with the flames. 

The fire apparently broke out 
in a second floor bedroom, where 
the children are suspected of hav 
ing placed a small electric lamp 
under some bed clothing. | 

According to firemen the 
blaze was first discovered by 

Bruce Snyder, 5'2. He was up- 

stairs in his bedroom, having 
had his tonsils out the day of 
the fire. Bruce ran downstairs 
and told the family’s housekeep- 
er, Mrs. Marie Clark, who was 
watching television in company 
with another son, Norman, 10. 

Dr. and Mrs. Snyder were away 
from home at the time. 

Sending the older boy next door 
to contact the fire department, 
Mrs. Clark ran upstairs and found 
the Snyders’ daughter. Kristie, 
age fdur. She also rescued a third 
son, Kim, age one year, and 
brought him next door also. 

Firemen responded to the blaze 
with four pieces of equipment, in- 
cluding a pumping engine and 
ladder truck from station 6, at Oak 
Grove avenze and Hoover street 
a squad truck from headquarter 
station at 1077 Merrill street and 
a pumping engine from station 5, 
at 15th avenue and Fair Oaks lane 

Fire District Chief Cuff ex- 
plained that, through the use of 

16 tarpaulins and battling the 

blaze with “fog”. nozzles, whiter 

damage was kept to a minimum 
and no furniture on the first 
floor was damaged. 

The home, built in 1932, 
slate roof and, had the blaze 
grown in its proportions, this 
would have kept flying embers 
from endangering nearby _ build- 
ings, according to Chief Cuff. The 
home is next door to Church of 
the Nativity. 

Of the damage, Chief Cuff said, 
$15,000 was to the building and}

There are problems aplenty still facing Menlo Park. These we 
acknowledge, but for this one issue of the Recorder we choose 
to“ignore them in the outlook from our editorial “ivory tower.” 

What puts us in this mood? Perhaps it is the breath of spring, 
bit looking about the town, we can see many other reasons for 
our feeling of well-being. Yes, the town still has problems . . . 
but look at a few of the tough ones wé have overcome in the last 
yéltr and the progress now being made with others: 


The Village 
hs For months, our community blood pressure throbbed over the 
Stanford Village crisis. Would Uncle Sam let go of it, and would 
his action be in time to save Stanford Research Institute for 
fenlo Park? Would the U. S. Army insist upon plunking an 
afmory on Village land, a blight on the community’s proudest 
and most valuable asset, our professional-administrative zone, and 
Léskiper on the area’s property values? 
} That crisis seems to have been passed successfully. The 
y withdrew. Negotiations for release of the Village land 
afe reported progressing satisfactorily, and Stanford Research 
appears determined to remain with us and build its multi-million- 
lar permanent headquarters here. 


ur Grade Schools 

The Village victory is reflected, too, in an easing of the 
pressure on our over-burdened elementary schools. For now 
Menlo Park district has received generous assurances from 
Stanford university that it can lease buildings for 10 to 12 
iclasstooms in the Village area to tide it over the next school 
| year. 
' With these brighter hopes for immediate relief, has come 
a heartening show of support for the school district's upcom- 
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ing $398,000 bond issue. 

{ The bonds could not have solved next falls overcrowding 
{without the emergency lease opportunity. With that tempo- 
jrary relief, the school trustees and administration now have 
la chance to put the bonds to the best long-range use and to 
! sole our problem before the situation again becomes critical. 
; The support for the bond issue; to be voted on May 20, 
‘ecently announced by the citizenscouncil, by the chamber 
of commerce, and by individual citizens — including a few 
{critics of the school administration itself — leads us tg hope 
gihat the community will not, on the local level, repeat the 
‘schizophrenia that has defeated four Sequoia High School 
thond proposals within a year. 


Where to Park? 

| Parking difficulties, too, kept us worrying for years. 

; Our downtown shopping district, for a long time, seemed 
doomed. The town that showed the way with development of 
ft e municipal plazas on the northerly side of Santa Cruz avenue 
cguldn't seem to pull itself together to hold that leadership. 
Mrst, the master plan went down the drain. Then, succeeding 
pfoposals to provide adequate commercial parking, one after an- 
other ran into stone wall resistance. 


? With other shopping areas opening up, founded on the idea 
of adequate parking facilities, we could envision our own Menlo 
Park stores losing their customers and going out of business. They 
uld have been replaced, if at ‘all, with ever less attractive enter- 
ptises . . . and skidding property values downtown soon would 
fave been reflected throughout the area: 


But out of dismay and confusion, a parking plan emerged 
afid now is going ahead.

City councilmen of Atherton 
and Menlo Park have been study- 


ing the school district boundary. 


problem as it affects residents of 
their cities for some time now. 

Recently, we have had several 
meetings together on the subject, 
including one with the®county su- 
perintendent of schools, seeking a 
method of obtaining for Atherton 
and Menlo Park our own school 
system. 

At present the town of Ather- 
ton is split between three school 
districts, Menlo Park, Las Lomitas 
and Redwood City. Menlo Park 
likewise is split between three 
school districts, Menlo Park, Las 
Lomitas and Ravenswood. 

A great many c‘tizens have ex- 
pressed themselves as objecting 
to these boundaries walling 
them off fro mtheir fellow Ath- 
ertonians or Menloites, and want 
a city-wide school district. 

Even more emphatic have been 
the complaints about the reverse 
condition existing with respect to 
Sequoia High ,S¢chogl, District, 
which includes all of Menlo Park 
and Atherton, but in addition the 
whole of three other cities plus a 
number of unincorporated com- 
munities. ; 

Here the objection is throwing 
in our lot with communities of di- 
vergent views and interests, so 
that our own objectives and wel- 
fare are subordinated to that 
which is acceptable to the entire 
area, in which we are a minority. 
COME OF AGE 

Atherton and Menlo Park have 
come of age. 

We have a combined population 
in excess of 30,000 persons. We 
have an assessed valuation which 
in the coming fiscal year will ex- 
ceed $45,000,000 by a considerable 
margin. (And one-third of Cali- 
fornia’s counties have an assessed 
valuation of less than that am- 
ount.) 

It seems high time that we have 
our own school system, elemen- 
tary and high combined, just as 
Palo Alto and South San Francis- 
co do. Neither have resources ex- 
ceeding our own in any apprecia- 
Ble amount. 

Our city councils have neces- 
sarily studied this problem as 
individuals, for the city govern- 
ment as such has no jurisdiction 
over school matters. But we 
feel we do have a responsibility 
to take the initiative and assume

Stanford Gets 
$1,000,000 Gift  - 
From Athertonitfe 


STANFORD (Special) — Mrs. 
Robert S. Moore of Atherton has 
given Stanford university $1,000,- 
000 to provide a ‘residence hall 
for approximately 350 undergrad 
uate women, Stanford President 
Wallace Sterling announced this 
week. 

The university, faced with ar 
urgent need for women’s housing 
is moving at double-quick time on 
all phases of advance planning so 
that the hall will be ready for oc 
cupancy in the fall of 1956, Dr. 
Sterling said. 

“Mrs. Moore’s great generosi- 
ty will in large measure make a 
reality of the program for wom- 
en’s housing which has been un- 
der study for some time in the 
offices of our Dean of Students 
ard Director of Planning,” Dr. 
Sterling declared. 

“Her gift will make it possible 
for Stanford to build a residence 
which will embody the most ad- 
vanced thinking in design of stud- 
ent living facilities and which will 
be a model for others to follow.” 

The residence will be known as 
Fiorence Moore hall, Dr. Sterling 
said. 

Mrs. Moore is the widow of Ro- 
bert S. Moore, founder and presi- 
dent of Mocre Dry Dock company, 
Oakland. He died in February, 
1930. 

LONG INTEREST’ 

Stanford had long been an in- 
terest of the Moores. In 1925 they 
established an honors scholarship 
and, in addition to other gifts, 
Mrs. Moore in 1951 presented the 
university with $100,000 for the 
Robert S. Moore Endowment fund 
in memory of her husband. Use of 
the endowment income is unre- 
stricted. Mrs. Moore’s new gift is 
the second largest ever to be re- 
ceived by Stanford from a living 
individual, 

The new hall will combine 
the advantages of small-group 
living with the economies of 
joint operation. General plan- 
ning contemplates seven living 
units, three stories in height, 
grouped around central office 
and service facilities. 

Located on part of a gradually 
sloping open field facing Lagunita 
drive, the residence will be near 
the university’s two principal ex- 
isting halls for women, Roble hall 
and Lagunita court.

Trees in Menlo 


From Councilman Cobbledick 
we learned that the average home- 
owner can go to a nursery and get 
a small (5 gallon can) sized oak 


tree, either white, live or tan- 
bark. If these are planted in an 
area where oaks havé been grow- 


ing for years, they usually do well 
and grow without complications. 

However, Cobbledick told us, if 
a young oak is introduced to an 
area where oaks haven’t been 
growing, they can bé susceptible 
to a kind of ftingus or mildew.This 
must be caught almost before it 
starts, he said, “otherwise the tree 
is lost. 

LARGER SIZES 

Some oaks can ‘be bought in 
larger sizes—from 6 feet up, ey- 
en. These are boxed ,and trans: 
planted into the home property 
but instead of co8ting the five or 
six dollai's of the smaller trees, 
these can run between $200 and 
$400. 

Cobbledick himself recommend- 
ed a wider use of the tanbark oak, 
adding that in‘all cases, the young 
trees grow rapidiy when given a 

good spot in the garden—room to 
grow and safety from the depre- 
dations of children and pets. 

There is another tree. mention- 
ed by one of those protesting the 
destruction of trees, the redwood. 
This area hash’t an over supply but 
there are enough of them here to 
claim them at natives. 
TAP-ROOTED 

Because they are taprooted trees 
they have been cited as being a 

“safe” tree. They are evergreen, 
cool and beautiful and hardy. Cob- 
bledick believes that only one 
thing can kill them, and that is to 
disturb the aceumulation of their 
natural leaf mold around the base. 

As a long-range lanscaping pro- 
ject redwood trees of the coast 
variety. which is native here, 
would be a wonderful plan for our 
school grounds. Once planted they 
grow rapidly. An example of how 
much redwoods can add to a school 
site ¢ can be found in Woodside. 

Cobbledick cited the case of a 
Mountain View school where a 
stand of redwoods had been grow- 
ing on the grounds and told how 
a combination curbing-bench seat 
had been constructed around the 
group of trees. This protected the 
leaf mold area they need and also 
allowed for the planting of a few 
ferns and wood plants. 
BEAUTIFUL SETTING 

Think what a beautiful setting 
this weuld be for the story hour 
or the nature classes if such a 
planned grouping of redwoods 
were planted on our school 
grounds. 

Many homeowners find that they 
do not have the room to allow for 
the planting of large trees —all the 
more reason for atteniion to parks 
and school grounds and the entire 
town as a whole. Not only for the 
adults around our town—but for 
the children who need to have 
trees and grass and flowers in 
their young world.
